Counter-bias charged

(CPS) — The latest victims of 
anti-discrimination laws may be 
women’s studies departments 
which were begun in the past few 
years to combat the male bias of 
traditional university curriculums. 

The Women’s Studies College 
at the State University of New 
York (SUNY) at Buffalo was ad- 
vised last month that their five all- 
women courses must be dis- 
continued or they will “simply be 
barred” from the university course 
offerings in January, 1976 

The courses, which feature en- 
rollment “for women only,” violate 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare Title IX 


guidelines and the New York State 
Human Rights Law, according to 
SUNY Counsel and Executive Vice 
President Albert Somit. The Title 
LX regulations, which took effect 
July 21, prohibit discrimination in 
any educational institution which 
receives federal funds. 

But the Women’s Studies 
College at SUNY 1s not accepting 
the ruling without a fight. “We are 
not discontinuing women’s studies 
classes,” a department coordinator 
claimed. “That’s what the ad- 
ministration would like to think.” 

Spokeswomen for the women’s 
college feel that the discrimination 
against men serves a legitimate 
educational purpose. “The selec- 


tive use of all women’s classes is 
fundamental to our educational 
growth; it is the unique element of 
our program, and the foundation 
of our strong, national impact on 
the development of other women’s 
studies programs,” a Women’s

claimed

members feel that their program is 
a “vital affirmative action program 
for women,” according to their 
newsletter Women's College 
members also accused the univer- 
sity of being “incredibly lax in 
developing and enforcing an af- 
firmative action program for 
women. It is obvious,” they stated,

Officers relax during 
low-priority calls

Sacramento police officers are 
pulling a hype on city residents if 
they are taking their time res- 


ponding to some distress calls 


This is the opinion of a usually 
reliable source who 1s close to the 


police scene 


It has been reported that of- 
ficers cannot respond to what is 
termed low-priority calls because 
the police communication center ts 
almost inundated at times by high- 


stress calls 


But officers were amused by the 
newspaper articles which say of- 
ficers are too busy to answer low- 
priority cails with haste, a source

Police Chief William J. Kinney 
Wednesday told the Hornet that he 
is unaware of gold-bricking by his 
officers. He did not deny the 
source’s contention that officers 
cannot respond because they are 
too busy enjoying themselves over 
tea 

But cops are not always en- 
joving themselves when they have 
stopped along the city’s streets 

Kinney says police officer have 
to pull over the write their reports 


as a part of their job, and, officers 
have toeat. But officers should not 
be sitting around jiving when 
someone is in trouble with a drunk 
driver or highwayman 

“We haven't cut back on calls.” 
Kinney said. “We have peaks and 
valleys and we often are loaded up 
with cails to the communication 
center. We try to meet the peaks 
and valleys and we find that most 
of our calls are between 7 pmand 2 
am or 3 am.” 

To meet the peaks Kinney tries 
to put more officers in the field 
on the streets of Sacramento — at 
peak — criminal hours. Generally,

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Collective bargaining 


Step backward for 
student influence

(CPS) Student influence in 
academic decision-making took a 
step backward recently as Califor- 
ma students failed to win a voice in 
collective bargaining 

Following the successtul lead of 
students in Montana and Oregon, 
the University of California 
Student Lobby attempted to secure 
legislation that would guarantee 
student participation in academic 
collective bargaining between 
tacultv and administration 

In states where there is no such 
legislation, students have been ieft 
outside the bargaining room door 
while the administration and 
taculiy teams inside decided issues 
that directly affected ‘uition, class 
sive and governance mghts 

In Cahtornia, however. all 
student riders failed, as did most of 
the legislation that would extend 
bargaining 
public employees. Only faculty at

Legislative scuffles turned into 
a showdown between students and 
workers, as organized = labor 
threatened to kill any bill that in- 
cluded students as a third party in 
contract negotiations

with hostile ideas.” said John Hen- 
nings. an official of the California 
Labor Federation

“that the administration is misus- 


ing legislation designed to protect. 


and advance the educational op- 
portunities for women in order to 
threaten the life of a program on 
this campus committed to those 
very goals.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Women’s Studies College said that 
SUNY at Buffalo is not the only 
women’s department which offers 
courses “for women only,” but ad- 
ministrators at other university 
women's departments agreed that 
the practice of keeping men out ol 
classes was both illegal and self- 
defeating 

“I don’t think it would be con- 
sistent with the philosophy we have 
here,” a spokeswoman for the 
women's studies department at 
Kansas University said. “We think 
educating men is a basic part of 
people being able to change the 
whole social situation.” 

“Men aren't really encouraged 
to take classes in our department,” 
a faculty member of the women's 
studies department at CSUS said 
“The classes are set up for women, 
with a feminist perspective. They 
just don't attract that many men 
But it would be discriminatory to 
exclude them altogether.” 

One argument in favor of all- 
women courses it that women 
would feel more freedom to speak 
out about their shared problems 
without men in the classroom 
Women’s studies faculty members 
sympathized with this feeling, but 
most felt those problems should be 
attacked outside the classroom 

Other women's studies 
departments have found it 
unnecessary to consider offering 
all-women classes. “It's dis- 
criminatory and we couldn't have 
done it here,” Judy Wanhala, an 
administrative associate at the 
University of Minnesota women’s 
studies department said. “But a lot 
of courses end up being all women 
anyway. I taught a course last 
summer for 30 people and there 
were no men in it at all.”

The new Sacramento City 
College Dental Health Clinic ts 
scheduled to open November 17. It 
will be available to anyone age five 
or older 

Ficuride applications, cleanng 
and polishing. a Plaque Control 
program (Preventive Dentistry), 
and Dental X-Rays will de per- 
tormed. The fee is comparable with 
those charged by other Califormia 
Dental Hygiene Clinics 

The actual work will be per- 
tormed by students enrolled in the 
Sacramento City College Dental 
Hygiene Program. There is a 
licensed dentist present at the clinic 
at all times. 

“Thrs just may be one of the best 
cleanings a person will ever get,” 
the dentist in charge stated. “The 
work is checked by an instructor 
before the patient leaves. It has to 
be done correctly.” 

Previously, City College 
students received clinical instruc- 
tion at Mather Air Force Base. The 
new facility, located in the Ad- 
ministrative building near the 
southwest corner of the campus, ts 
equipped with the latest dental 
hygiene equipment. 

Students must compete for the 
24 available openings in the Dental 
Hygiene Program. Some 350 
prospective hygienists apply for the 
two-year program 

Patients will have a choice of 
two types of treatments: A one- 
visit procedure, including chairside 


Plaque Control instruction and 
cleaning and polishing. Or a two 
visit procedure starting with the 
complete Plaque Control program 
about a hour long. tollowed one 
week later by the cleaning and 
polishing 

Patients must call or come in to 
the reception desk to make an ap- 
pointment. Appointments can be 
made now by calling 449-7303. The 
treatments will take one to two 
hours tor children (Those under 12 
mast be accompanied by an adult). 
and two to tour hours for adults 
depending on general ora! health

On the surface Chaka Khan and 
Lydia Pense seer: to’ have a lot in 
common. Both have fine. soulful 
voices. and both work in those 
genres usually associated with such 
voices. After that though the 
similarities end. 

Lydia Pense. Cold Biood's lead 
singer has just about everything. 
Besides that beautiful voice. she's 
got the phrasing down pat, screams 
perfectly in all the right places. and 
is a skilled dancer. She still bombs 
in comparison to Rufus’ lead 
singer. Chaka Khan 

Chaka and her versatile group. 
Rufus. perform with a sense of 
determination and also use an am- 
bitious formula of musical blends: 
Stevie Wonder being the major in- 


_ fluence especially on Chaka 


Rufus romped through hits. 
“Tell Me Something Good.” and 
“You Got The Love.” off Rags To 
Rufus without any trouble. Chaka 
introduced “Fools Paradise” from 
their newest release, Rufus Featur- 
ing Chaka Khan. and then delved 
into portions of their last work, 
Rufusized. Chaka exercised her 
voca! abilities frequently on stage. 
but did not prevail over the res- 
ponsive audience 


Lead guitarist and vocalist, 
Tony Maiden displayed remar- 
kable talents on both voice box and 
lead guitar. smoothly intermixing 
the latter elements into a successful 
presentation. Keyboard wizard, 
Kevin Murphy reflected very little 
of his own inventive playing until 
the close of the conoert during the 
instrumental, “Rufusized.” The 
band finaled with a Beatles’ hit, 
“We Can Work It Out.” 


Cold Biood was as good as ever. 
tight and brassy. They can be 
placed in the category of “Progres- 
sive Soul.” as such bands as Tower 
of Power. Graham Central 
Station. Sons of Champlin and 
East Bay Stroke. 


Cold Blood’s so-cailed bag of 
soul-tricks have changed very little 
over the years. Lydia Pense is still 
out front, jerking and screeching 
like Janis, while the band dwindled 
in size. The only original members 
Rau! Matgte and Lydia combine 
with five other capable musicians 
to provide the audience with that 
Fast Bay Funk in creative ar- 
ranging and semi -popular ren- 
ditions of soul songs. The band 
originally housed ten members 

With just two hornmen, Max 
Haskett and Dave Luell, songs like 


‘Rufusized’ | 


“Down To The Bone.” “Baby | 
Love You.” and even earlier 
material “! Just Wanna Make Love 
To You.” and “I'm A Good 
Woman.” sounded less powerful as 
the collective spirit of the “early 
Fillmore regular” seemed to 
diminish. 


Guitarist, Michaei Sasaki has 
developed his style into something 
worth mentioning. He is now the 
featured soloist in the band, as he 
streaks rather frantically through 
both innovative jazz chordings and 
intense rock riffs. 

Next to “Simple Love Life.” 
and “Consideration” newer cuts 
from Cold Blood’s latest Lydia. the 
one song that stands _as the best 
was “Funky On My Back” from 
Sisyphus. 


East Bay Stroke (not a new 
form of masturbation) opened the 
show with it’s funky vocals, based 
with TOP-sounding horns and 
rhythmic unit.
